MR.  BOYD’S  REPLY  TO  MR.  SPEAR. 

MO.  II.

'Now,  let  ut  ^>pl]r  these  general  remarks  to  the 
■abject  before  u«.  Mr.  Spear,  I  presume,  will  agree 

me  in  saying,  that  the  General  Assembly  of 
onr  Church  possesses  no  legislative  power,  in  the 
proper  acceptation  of  that  term.  It  cannot  make 
laws  which  are  binding  upon  the  consciences  of 
the  members  of  the  church.  He  will  also  agree 
with  me  in  the  assertion  that  the  Confession  of 
Faith  nowhere  alludes  to  slareholding  as  an  ofiense. 
The  subject  is  not  referred  to  in  any  part  of  the 
book.  With  these  concessions,  I  ask  upon  what 
ground  can  my  brother  claim  for  the  General  As 
sembly  the  power  to  pronounce  slaveholding  an 
offense,  in  the  sense  in  which  the  term  is  used  in 
the  Boek  of  Discipline  ?  Can  this,  the  highest 
court  of  the  church,  pronounce  anything  an  od^ense 
it  pleases,  when  not  a  word  is  said  upon  the  subject 
in  the  Confession  of  Faith?  Mr.  Spear  claims 
that  it  can,  and  in  support  of  his  opinion  advan'tes 
three  arguments.  1st  he  says: — “The  Book  of 
Discipline  gives  only  a  general  definition  of  the 
word  offense,  leaving  it  for  the  judicatories,  of 
which  the  Assembly  is  the  highest,  to  decide,  what 
MTticular  act  or  acts  come  ucder  this  definition. 
This  the  Assembly  has  now  done  in  respect  to  one 
class  of  acts.  And  again,  “  it  is  a  constitutional 
question.”  Does  the  word  “  offense”  include  slave¬ 
holding  in  any  cases,  and  if  so  in  what  ?  In  con¬ 
firmation  of  this  view  Mr.  Spear  adds:  “On  a 
variety  of  other  subjects,  as  intemperance,  dancing, 
attendance  upon  theatres,  dec.  the  judicatories  of 
the  Presbyterian  Church  have  been  accustomed  to 
express  their  opinions,  to  warn  and  admonish  those 
under  their  care.  This  is  plainly  their  right  and 
duty,  as  occasion  may  require.”  In  reply  to  this 
argument,  I  remark,  Ist.  That  whilst  it  is  true  the 
Book  of  Discipline  gives  only  a  general  definition 
of  the  word  offense,  (and  how  could  it  be  other¬ 
wise,)  the  Standards  of  the  Church  do  not  leave  it 
to  the  judicatories  to  decide  what  particular  act  or 
acts  come  under  this  definition.  It  will  not  be  pre¬ 
tended  that  the  Confession  of  Faith  directly  con 
fers  such  power  upon  the  judicatories  of  the  Church. 

It  is  wholly  inferential.  But  I  ask  if  the  Larger 
and  Shorter  Catechisms  of  the  Church,  which  are 
a  part  of  our  standards  and  as  binding  as  any  other, 
were  not  designed  to  be  expositions  of  what,  in  the 
judgment  of  the  Church, constitutes  truth  and  error  ? 
Let  my  brother  read  again,  the  Exposition  of  the 
Commandments  in  the  Larger  Catechism — let  him 
elo.sely  observe  the  duties  therein  enjoined,  and  the 
sins  stated  as  prohibited  by  them,  and  then  let  him 
specify,  if  he  can,  anything  that  has  been  regarded 
by  evangelical  Christians  as  sinful,  which  is  not 
condemned  as  such  in  this  admirable  exhibition  of 
truth.  The  very  sins  to  which  he  refers  as  being 
left  to  the  judicatories  to  decide  upon,  and  in  re¬ 
spect  to  which  they  have  been  accustomed  to  warn 
those  under  their  care,  are  distinctly  condemned 
In  answer  to  the  139th  question  in  the  Larger  Ca 
techism,  he  will  find  “  drunkenness,  dancings,  and 
stage-plays,”  enumerated  among  the  sins  forbidden 
by  the  Seventh  Commandment.  Here,  then,  is  the 
authority  which  the  judicatories  have  for  institut 
ing  discipline  against  those  who  may  be  guilty  of 
these  sins.  Without  this  authority,  and  unless 
these  parties  were  distinctly  condemned  in  the 
word  of  God,  we  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  no  ju 
d  catory  would  be  justifiable  in  excommunicating 
a  member  from  the  Church  who  should  be  guilty  of 
them.  Doubtless,  one  great  design  of  the  exposi 
tion  in  the  Larger  Catechism  was  to  prevent  the 
j'udicatories  of  the  Church  from  acting  under  the 
influence  of  their  prejudices,  whims,  and  caprice,  in 
declaring  that  to  be  sinful  which  neither  the  Bible 
nor  an  enlightened  conscience  so  pronounces. 

But  2ndly,  Mr.  Spear  says:  “  That  it  is  a  con¬ 
stitutional  question.  Does  the  word  offense  include 
slaveholding  in  any  cases,  and  if  to,  in  what  ?”  and 
it  is  for  this  reason  that  he  claims  for  the  General 
Assembly  the  power  to  declare  slaveholding  to  be 
an  offense.  Here  my  brother  assumes  the  very 
point  at  issue.  He  confounds  two  things  which 
are  totally  distinct,  viz  :  the  power  of  the  Assem¬ 
bly  to  determine  the  import  of  the  words  involved 
in  th“  de.iuition  of  offense,  as  given  in  the  Book  of 
Discipline,  and  its  power  to  apply  that  definition  to 
particular  cases.  The  former  is  a  power  given  to 
the  General  Assembly  as  a  court.  The  latter  it 
possesses  only  so  far  as  the  Bible  and  Confession  of 
Faith  designate  ]>iirticular  acts  as  sins  or  offenses. 
The  Book  of  Disci|iiine  gives  the  gentral  definition 
of  oflense.  “  An  ofiense  is  anything  in  the  princi¬ 
ples  or  practice  of  .a  cliurch  member,  which  is  con¬ 
trary  to  the  word  of  God,  and  which  if  it  be  not  in 
its  own  nature  sinful,  riiay  tempt  others  to  sin,  or 
mar  their  spiritual  edification.”  And  then,  in  order 
to  ascertain  what  are  the  principles  or  practice  of 
church  members,  which  are  contrary  to  the  word  of 
God,  or  which,  though  not  in  their  own  nature  sin¬ 
ful,  may  tempt  others  to  sin,  we  are  directed  in  the 
avetion  immediately  following  to  look,  where? — to 
the  General  Assembly  ? — not  at  all.  But  to  ibe 
Scriptures,  and  the  regulations  and  practice  of  the 
Church.  “Nothing,  therefore,  ought  to  be  con¬ 
sidered  an  offense,  which  cannot  be  proved  to  be 
such  from  Scripture,  or  from  the  regulations  and 
practice  of  the  Church,  founded  on  Scripture ;  and 
which  does  not  involve  those  evils,  which  disci¬ 
pline  is  intended  to  prevent.”  It  is  plain,  therefore, 
in  order  that  the  judicatories  of  the  Church  may 
determine  what  principles  and  practices  are  offenses, 
they  are  to  look  to  the  Bible  and  Standards  of  the 
Church  ;  and  if  the  particular  acts  charged  as  of¬ 
fenses  are  not  there  declared  to  be  such,  the  judica¬ 
tory  would  be  assuming  a  power  nowhere  granted 
to  it,  in  making  such  a  declaration. 

2ndly.  Mr.  Spear’s  second  argument  in  favor  of 
his  position,  is  derived  from  the  action  of  previous 
Assemblies.  But  even  granting  that  slaveholding 
had  been  declared  to  be  an  offense  by  previous  As¬ 
semblies,  it  would  clearly  not  be  conclusive  of  the 
right  of  the  Assembly  to  make  such  a  declaration. 
The  truth  is,  however,  that  no  former  Assembly 
has  ever  interpreted  the  Constitution  in  reference 
to  slavebolding.  Previous  Assemblies  have  ex¬ 
pressed  their  opinion  in  regard  to  the  system  of 
slavery,  but  in  no  former  instance  has  the  General 
Assembly  declared  slaveholding  to  be  an  offense,  in 
the  sense  in  which  the  term  is  used  in  the  Book  of 
Discipline.  Expressing  its  sentiment.s  in  regard  to 
the  actual  operations  ol  the  system  of  slavery,  and 
interpreting  the  Constitution  of  the  Church  in  con- 
nration  with  slavery,  are  obviously  two  different 
things.  The  former,  previous  Assemblies  have 
done.  But  there  is  no  evidence  on  record  that  the  i 
Assembly,  at  any  lormer  meeting,  so  interpreted 
the  Constitution  as  to  declare  slaveholding  an  of¬ 
fense,  in  the  sense  in  which  the  term  is  used  in  the 
Book  of  Discipline. 

3rdly.  Mr.  Spear  adduces  as  a  third  argument  in 
proof  of  his  opinion,  Sec.  5,  ch.  12,  of  the  Form  of 
Government,  where  it  is  said :  “  To  the  General 
Assembly  belongs  the  power  of  deciding  in  all  con¬ 
troversies  respecting  doctrine  and  discipline ;  of  re¬ 
proving,  warning,  or  hearing  testimony  ag.'vinst 
error  in  doctrine,  or  immorality  in  practice  in  any 
Church,  Presbytery  or  Synod.”  From  this  lan¬ 
guage  Mr.  S.  infers,  that  if  the  General  Assembly 
regards  s.aveholding  as  an  “  immorality  in  prac¬ 
tice,”  it  has  the  power  to  declare  it  to  be  an  t^ense 
in  the  sense  of  the  Book  of  Discipline.  But  here, 
again,  my  brother  confounds  things  that  are  dis¬ 
tinct.  The  power  of  the  Assembly  to  bear  its  tes¬ 
timony  against  what  it  may  consider  “an  immor¬ 
ality  in  practice,”  is  very  different  from  the  power 
to  testify  against  what  the  Standards  of  the  Church 
may  condemn  as  an  offense  or  sin.  We  can  well 
conceive  that  the  General  Assembly  migiit  con¬ 
sider  a  certain  practice  immoral,  when  it  would 
not  be  condemn^  as  such  either  by  the  Bible  or 
Confession  of  Faith.  According  to  the  section 
quoted  by  Mr.  Spear,  the  Assembly  is  to  bear  its 
tcotimoay  against  “  error  in  doctrine.”  But  will 
he  contend  that  this  language  gives  the  Assembly 
the  power  to  declare  any  philosophical  speculation 
it  pleases  to  be  heresy,  and  that  too,  when  no  allu¬ 
sion  is  made  to  it  in  the  Standards  of  the  Church  ? 
If  such  power  belongs  to  the  Assembly,  who  is  se¬ 
cure  from  the  accusation  of  here.sy,  or  immorality 
in  practice  ?  The  opinion  of  the  Assembly,  instead 
of  the  Confession  of  Faith,  then  become.s  the  stand¬ 
ard  of  orthodoxy.  And  as  the  Assembly  is  a  de¬ 
legated  body,  and  is  generally  composed  of  differ¬ 
ent  members  at  each  successive  meetingj  there  may 
be  as  many  opposite  expressions  of  opinion  as  there 
are  meetings  of  the  body.  What  one  Assembly 
would  declare  an  “  error  in  doctrine  and  immorality 
in  practice,”  another  might  regard  as  truth,  and 
free  from  the  charge  of  immorality.  Thus,  we 
should  be  at  sea  upon  the  subject  of  orthodoxy  and 
morality.  In  this  age  of  progress  and  wild  fanati¬ 
cism,  theories  and  practices  might  be  proclaimed  by 
the  Assembly  as  essential  to  truth  and  virtue,  which 
the  greater  part  of  evangelical  Christians  would 
consider  pernicious  errors,  and  most  immoral  in 
their  tendency.  Who  can  think  that  the  framers 
of  the  Confession,  in  the  language  quoted  by  Mr. 
Spear,  designed  to  confer  such  a  power  upon  the 
Assembly  ?  What  else  would  be  wanting  to  invest 
that  body  with  all  the  attributes  of  an  oligarchy, 
as  supreme  in  its  control  of  the  ministers  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Church,  and  possessed  of  power  as  ty¬ 
rannical  as  that  which  ever  distinguished  an  Eccle- 
siutical  Council  of  Rome?  With  such  a  power 
given  to  it,  the  Assembly  might  disregard  the  plain 
P*^®^'**ot*  of  the  Constitution,  making  it  imperative 
to  send  down  overtures  to  the  Presbyteries  for  their 
ado^ioa,  bef^e  any  change  in  that  instrument  can 
Iw  enwtM.  Surely,  then,  my  brother’s  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  this  section  of  the  Form  of  Government  is 
incorrect.  1  understand  it  to  confer  upon  the  Gen- 
eral  Assembly  the  power  of  reproving,  warning. 
Md  betring  testimony  against  aU  “  errors  of  doc¬ 


trine  and  immoralities  of  practice,”  which  are  de¬ 
clared  to  be  such  in  the  Standards  of  the  Church. 
The  Confession  of  Faith  contains  what  the  Presby¬ 
terian  Church  recognizes  at  “  the  system  of  doc¬ 
trine  taught  in  the  Holy  Scriptures.”  The  Larger 
Catechism,  more  specially,  is  an  exposition  of 
what  we  regard  as  doctrinal  truth,  with  the  prac¬ 
tical  duties  enjoined,  and  the  sins  prohibited  by  the 
word  of  God.  If  the  Assembly  should  think  proper 
to  bear  its  testimony  against  wbat  it  may  consider 
a  sin,  but  to  which  toe  Standards  of  the  Church 
make  no  allusion,  it  must  be  in  virtue  of  its  adrt- 
sory  power.  But  that  sin,  whether  real  or  imagin¬ 
ary,  cannot  be  regarded  as  an  offense,  in  the  sense 
in  which  the  terra  Is  used  in  the  Book  of  Disci- 

filine.  In  order  to  this,  I  repeat,  it  must  be  distinct- 
y  condemned  as  such  in  the  Standarc's  of  the 
(Church ;  otherwise  there  is.  no  security  for  any 
minister  or  member  of  the  Church,  against  the  pre¬ 
cipitate  and  unauiborized  expression  of  opinion  on 
the  part  of  the  highest  judicatory  of  the  Church. 

2ndly.  Is  the  declaration  by  the  Assembly  that 
slavebolding  is  an  ofiense,  in  the  sense  of  the  Book 
of  Discipline,  “  authoritative,”  or  obligatory  upon 
the  lower  judicatories?  Mr.  Spear  says  it  is.  After 
what  has  been  said  in  reference  to  the  power  of  the 
Assembly  to  declare  slaveholding  an  offense  in  the 
sense  of  the  Book  of  DiscipHce,  I  deem  it  unne¬ 
cessary  to  dwell  upon  this  point.  For  if  the 
Assembly  does  uot  possess  the  powur  to  declare 
slaveholding  or  anything  an  offense,  which  is  not 
specifically  mentioned  as  such  in  the  Confession  of 
Faith,  then  it  is  plain  such  an  expression  of  opinion 
cannot  be  binding  upon  the  lower  courts.  Its 
opinion  or  advice  may  be  respected  by  the  lower 
judicatories.  But  it  can  have  no  binding  effect, 
except  when  iii  its  judicial  capacity,  it  decides 
particular  cases  brought  regularly  before  it.  In 
all  such  cases  its  opinion,  however  erroneous  it 
may  be,  is  “  authoritative.”  This,  however,  is  very 
different  from  saying  that  an  opinion  of  the  Assem¬ 
bly  in  respect  to  a  matter  not  alluded  to  in  the 
Standards  of  the  Church,  and  when  no  case  for 
judicial  decision  is  before  it,  is  obligatory  upon  the 
lower  courts.  If  its  opinions,  under  such  circum¬ 
stances,  are  bindiug,  its  acts  are  equally  so.  And 
hence  it  would  follow  that  the  exscinded  Presby¬ 
teries  treated  the  Assembly  of  ’37  with  great  dis¬ 
respect,  and  for  which  they  deserve  to  be  censured, 
in  sending  their  delegates  to  the  Assembly  of  |38 
alter  the  former  body  had  expressed  its  opinion 
that  they  were  uot  constitutionally  entitled  to  seats 
in  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Church.  The 
Assembly  of ’37  acted  upon  their  opinion,  and  de 
dared  these  Presbyteries  to  be  no  longer  in  its  con 
nection.  \V  ill  Mr.  Spear  contend  that  since  the 
Assembly  so  interpreted  the  Constitution,  without 
a  regular  judicial  process,  as  to  declare  these  Pres¬ 
byteries  were  not  constiiutionally  connected  with 
the  Church,  that  they  should  have  submitted  to 
the  decision  upon  the  ground  that  the  opinions  of 
the  Assembly  were  “authoritative;”  and  further 
that  the  Constitutional  Assembly  of  ’38  merits  a 
rebuke  for  receiving  into  its  connection  Presbyteries 
which  a  previous  Assembly  had  declared  were  not 
constitutionally  in  the  Church  ?  To  be  consistent 
with  himself,  my  brother  must  take  this  position 
If  the  opinion  of  the  Assembly,  when  not  acting 
judicially,  is  binding  in  one  case,  it  must  be  in  an¬ 
other.  And  hence  I  do  not  see  how  Mr.  Spear  can 
avoid  the  conclusion,  that,  in  his  view  of  the  obli-

This  has  been  proven  by  the  testimony  of  persons 
who  have  been  restored,  after  life  was  almost  ex¬ 
tinct  by  drowning.  While  sinking  in  the  water, 
the  scenes  of  early  life,  and  events  long  forgotten 
came  rushing  through  the  mind  with  awful  dis 
tinctness.  The  events  of  this  life  will  be  remem¬ 
bered  in  eternity.  The  lost  one,  in  the  regions 
of  despair,  will  forever  recollect  the  crimes  which 
brought  him  there.  Mercies  slighted  will  ever  be 
before  his  mind.  No  sermon,  exhortation,

gatory  nature  of  the  opinion  of  the  Assembly,  the 
exscinding  mea-urts  of  the  Assembly  of  ’37  should 
have  been  submitted  to  without  a  murmur. 

I  have  thus  discussed  somewhat  at  length  what 
Mr.  Spear  supposes  to  be  the  power  of  the  Assem¬ 
bly  over  the  subject  of  slavery.  It  is  a  question  of 
vital  importance,  pertaining  as  it  does  to  the  rights 
of  the  individual  members  of  the  Church,  and  to 
the  extent  to  which  the  highest  judicatory  can  go 
in  its  interpretation  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
C.iurch.  My  positions,  as  advanced  in  this  com¬ 
munication,  are  these.  1.  That  no  lower  judica¬ 
tory  has  the  constitutional  right  to  memorialize 
the  Assembly  on  the  subject  of  offenses,  in  the  sense 
in  which  the  term  is  used  in  the  Book  of  Discipline, 
since  the  Book  makes  no  allusion  to  memorializing 
as  a  mode  by  wliich  oft’enses  can  be  brought  before 
the  body.  2.  That  the  Assembly  may  express  its 
opinion  in  regard  to  the  system  of  slavery,  or  any 
other  system  of  government  in  existence.  But  3. 
Thai  the  Assembly  cannot  interpret  the  Constitu¬ 
tion,  except  in  a  judicial  capacity,  and  as  the  Book 
of  Discipline  specifies  four  ways  by  which  offenses 
are  to  be  brought  before  the  Assembly,  namely,  as 
a  court  of  review,  by  reference,  appeal  and  com¬ 
plaint,  the  Assembly  cannot  declare  anything  an 
offense,  unless  it  is  brought  before  it  in  one  of  these 
prescribed  modes.  4.  That  the  Assembly  cannot 
pronounce  anything  an  offense  which  is  not  so  de¬ 
clared  in  the  Htaudards  of  the  Church,  and  sirce 
slaveholding  is  nowhere  alluded  to  in  the  Confes¬ 
sion  of  Faith,  the  Assembly  is  transcending  the 
power  conferreil  upon  it,  in  declaring  slavebolding 
an  oflense  in  the  sense  of  the  Book  of  Discipline. 
5.  That  the  expression  of  such  an  opinion  by  the 
Assembly  is  not  “authoritative,”  or  obligatory  on 
the  lower  courts,  since  that  judicatory  possesses  no 
power  of  legislatioa.,so  as  to  bind  the  consciences  of 
the  members  of  the  Church,  and  because,  according 
to  our  Book,  it  is  only  when  th«  Asuembly  Jeoiaoo 
judicially  upon  cases  that  are  regularly  charged  as 
oflenses,  that  its  decisions  are  authoritative.

HOW  TO  LIVE  PRETTILY. 

The  first  article  we  shall  name  m  the  programme 
of  pretty  living,  because  most  prominent,  is  the 
dwelling-house;  and,  to  give  it  this  rank,  it  need 
not  be  of  any  given  size  or  style  of  construction. 
It  may  be  of  the  most  moderate  dimensions,  and  of 
the  most  simple  architecture.  Both  the  size  and 
the  style  of  structure  may  be  accommodated  to  the 
means  of  the  occupant,  and  to  tbo  -n, . 

T'be  tamily  of  one  may  be  so  smalt  as  to  live  more 
comfortably  in  a  house  of  two  rooms  only,  tliaii  the 
family  of  another  in  one  uf  five  or  six  rooms.  So, 
likewise,  whal  is  called  a  log-house,  may  be  so 
constructed,  even  though  its  floors  are  of  hard 
gravel,  instead  of  painted  wood  or  carpets,  and  be 
kept  so  perfectly  neat,  that  we  might  think  the  in¬ 
mates  lived  prettily.  More  than  once  we  have,  at 
the  West,  lodged  in  such  a  one,  having  beds  and 
victuals  that  would  have  done  no  discredit  to  our 
reputable  hotels.  Ou  one  occasion,  in  particular, 
in  the  room  we  occupied  was  a  heap  of  nice  bed¬ 
clothes  of  the  size  of  half  a  cord  of  wood.  Tliere 
was,  indeed,  a  floor  of  rough  boards,  but  so  abun¬ 
dant  in  cracks,  that  we,  in  the  evening,  dropped  a 
pen-knife  with  which,  in  Yankee  manner,  we  were 
amusing  ourself,  and  it  fell  through  the  floor  to  the 
ground,  so  that  in  the  morning  we  had  to  crawl 
under  the  house,  there  being  no  cellar,  to  get  it  out. 
But  the  smoking  supper  and  breakfast  furnished 
for  us  would  have  done  good  to  a  dainty  epicure. 

The  above,  indeed,  has  been  an  extreme  case  ;  to 
ourself  it  certainly  was;  yet  no  one  could  deny 
that"  the  family  oocupying  this  humble  dwelling- 
place  hyed  prettily.  The  children  were  intelligent 
and  neatly  dressed  ;  and  the  mother  had  a  dignity 
of  manners,  and  a  self-respecting  deportment,  that 
would,  under  other  circumstances,  give  her  char¬ 
acter  in  a  fashionable  mansion.  And  if  we  gather 
up  reminisceuees,  reacliing  half  a  century  back¬ 
ward,  we  shall  find  instances  of  pretty  Jiving  on 
this  plain  scale,  even  in  our  Atlantic  cities.  It 
would  be  well  were  they  now  found  in  greater 
abundance.  Well  would  it  b?  for  the  coming 
generation,  if  a  portion  of  what  is  now  spent  un¬ 
wisely  in  a  fashionable  display  of  houses,  furniture, 
and  equipage,  were  kept  in  reserve  for  a  day  of  ad¬ 
versity.  When  a  youth,  perhaps  forty-five  years 
since,  ive  were  accustomed  to  visit  frequently,  iu 
one  of  our  Atlantic  cities,  a  widow,  with  two  sons 
and  two  daughters,  having  but  one  chamber,  of 
about  fifteen  feet  square,  besides  a  garret.  'Phis 
chamber  was  the  kitchen,  the  parlor,  and,  to  her¬ 
self  and  daughters,  the  bed-room.  Here,  with  a 
cheap  carpet,  a  good  bed,  a  table,  and  a  few  ciiairs, 
they  all  lived  prettily  indeed — everything  was  the 
personification  of  neatness  itself.  Here  was  con¬ 
tent  and  competence;  and  the  two  sons  were  edu¬ 
cated  at  college.  Who  can  look  on  such  a  picture, 
with  all  its  tints  fresh  and  bold,  without  a  melan¬ 
choly  pleasure?  Especially  when  we  connect 
with  it  the  fact,  that  those  five  individuals,  one 
after  anotlier,  with  the  consumptive  hectic,  have 
descended  into  the  grave  !  As  a  meitiorial  of  such 
a  family  and  pretty  living,  we  still  have  with  us 
two  highly  respectable  clergymen,  the  grandsons 
of  that  venerated  widow,  one  of  them  settled  in 
the  city  of  New-York.  And  at  the  same  era  in 
our  life,  in  that  same  city,  we  kuew  large  whole¬ 
sale  merchants,  so  careful  of  their  expenditures, 
that  two  families  would  occupy  the  same  house,  at 
a  rent  to  each  of  about  one  hundred  dollars.
